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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In re page 2, Applicant's Representative states: 
"A standard bit rate, as recited in claims 7 and 21 , is markedly different from an average recording rate, as disclosed by Kikuchi et aL, in 
both purpose and effect. 

"In particular, the average recording rate of Kikuchi et al. is affected by a bit rate used in recording, where the bit rate used in recording is 
a variable value... 

On the other hand, the standard bit rate recited in claims 7 and 21 is not affected by a bit rate used in recording, and therefore, always 
takes the same value regardless of the recording/deletion of a program." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. According to the substitute specification provided by the Applicant, the standard bit rate recited in 
claims 7 and 21 is defined as "the time conversion parameter" which, on page 12, lines 17-18 explicitly signifies "the average size of a 
given length of a video stream after compression." 

In re page 2, Applicant's Representative states: "The average recording rate of Kikuchi et al. takes different values each time a new 
remaining recordable time is calculated according to the recording/deletion of a program (video stream)." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Kikuchi explicitly discloses the average recording rate as information that can be recorded on the 
medium shortly after a recoding commences (Col 31 , lines 1 8-24), similar to the storage of the time conversion parameter the substitute 
specification describes on page 12, lines 15-16.. 
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
